Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Interview conveyed to Mr Hulse that if Claims 1, 16 and 18 were 
rolled up that a next action search would be conducted to determine allowability. Discussions centered around the use 
of Claim 15 instead of Claim 16, since Claim 15 does not limit the invention to slot machines (rather gaming machines) 
while Claim 16 does limit invention to slot machines (Mr Hulse pointed out that casinos contain many more types of 
gaming machines than slot machines).
